In building up the fair to a posi­ 
tion of eminence among the smaller 
county fairs of the state, President 
Stewart V Walker, of Npw O xford.: 
•aid the objective was to enlarge 
and develop one departm ent at a 
time. Efforts this year were con­ 
centrated on the poultry depart­ 
ment. A new building was erected 
and new pens made.
